The new cry of “ Union 
for tlie sake of the Union! ” which means simply for 
the sake of success in trade (political brokerage 
included), has awakened the apprehensions of many 
serious persons ; and the fear that the conflict with the 
Slave Power is to result only in compromise (or defeat), 
grows daily stronger and stronger. 

The general joy and satisfaction with which Mr. 
Holt of Kentucky was greeted, on his whole tour east¬ 
ward to Boston, and particularly in Boston, creates 
much alarm. No one supposes for a moment that, with
